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ANNOUNCEMENT 


St. Luke’s is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinction 1s 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolation of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street, near the junc- 
tion of Mission street, surrounded by well-kept grounds. It 
is free from the cold winds, fog and noise of other portions 
of the city, while at the same time easily accessible by the 
Valencia Street cars, which pass the door; also by the Mission 
Street line and the San Francisco and San Mateo electric 
ears, which pass within a block. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

The members of the House Staff are also thoroughly effi- 
cient and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
sare and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians 
and nurses if desired. 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital 
charge for board, nursing and medicines, but are unable to 
pay for the services of a physician or surgeon; in such cases 
medical attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second 
class consists of private patients who select their own physi- 
cians or surgeons (who may be members of the attending 
staff or not), and who come to the hospital for the accommo- 
dations it affords. The third class is composed of those who 
are unable to pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted 
to the free beds. 

All kinds of acute, curable and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronie and incurable complaints 
may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
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permanently provided for. No patients are admitted suffer- 
ine from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are invited to send 
their patients to the hospital, where they may attend them 
without fear of interference, but the hospital reserves the 
right to refuse cases from any physician or surgeon, for any 
reason that the hospital may deem sufficient. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hos- 
pital staff except by special request from the doctor sending 
the patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire 
to extend every hospitality to the physicians of the com- 
munity at large, and to assure them every attention and 
courtesy from the resident executive and medical staff. 
Their orders will receive the same attention as those of the 
recularly appointed visiting staff. Many conveniences which 
add greatly to the efficacy of the hospital work are being 
installed from time to time, and a most satisfactory service 1s 
euaranteed to any physician or surgeon treating his patients 
here. 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their cases. 

The building is new and modern and the different depart- 
ments have been well equipped with the latest and best 
apparatus for scientific treatment and for the comfort of the 
patients.

CHARGES 


The above charges include board, lodging and the attention 
of a nurse on general duty and must be paid weekly in ad- 
vance. Over-payments will be refunded, but when the ser- 
vice is for less than a week the daily rate will be charged. 


EXTRA CHARGES 


Nurses 





For graduate nurses the charge must be arranged 
between the patient and nurse directly. A graduate nurse 
charges $25.00 per week and up. The Hospital charges $1.00 
per day for the board of graduate nurses. 

Medicines and Dressings—Proprietary and compounded 
medicines, serums and excessively expensive medicines will be 
charged for. Excessive quantities of dressings or special 
dressings other than those ordinarily used in the Hospital will 
also be charged for. 

X-Ray Work—Charges for X-Ray work vary from $5.00 
to $30.00. The plates are the property of the Hospital. 
Duplicates or prints may be obtained. 

Operating Room—The charge for the use of the operating 
room is from $5.00 up, depending on the time consumed and 
the nature of the operation. An extra charge is made for 
cas anaesthesia and for special anaesthetists. 

Hydrotherapeutic Treatments—Charges for treatments in 
the Hydrotherapeutiec Department vary from $1.00 to $5.00 
per treatment. 
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Pathological Examinations—Ordinary pathological exam- 
‘nations of blood, urine, sputum, feces, ete., will not be 
charged for. The following class of examinations, however, 
will be charged for: Histological examinations of tissues, 
Wasserman reaction, examinations requiring the inoculation 
of Guinea pigs, autogenous vaccines, ete. 

Professional Fees—The professional fee must be arranged 
between the patient and the physician or surgeon and is not 
included in the Hospital charge. 


VISITORS 


Visiting Hours—Visitors are admitted to the wards between 
2:00 and 5:00 p. m. and 7:00 and 9:00 p. m. 

Relatives and friends will not be permitted to remain in 
the Hospital over night except by special permission from 
the Superintendent, when they will be assigned to a room 
and charged a special rate. 


NOTES 


Laundry—The personal laundry of the patients will not 
be done by the Hospital laundry. 

Contagious Diseases—No ease of a contagious nature will, 
under any circumstances, be admitted to the Hospital. 

Gifts—Under the rules of the Hospital no member of the 
House Staff, Nurse or Employee, is allowed to receive any 
compensation or gift from any patient, unless authorized to 
do so by the Executive Committee. 

Valuables—The Hospital will not be responsible for money 


or valuables, unless deposited in the office. 
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ENDOWMENTS 


St. Luke’s has been most magnificently endowed with 
buildings and grounds but most sadly needs endowments for 
the free treatment of patients in order to accomplish more 
of the charity work for which the Hospital was founded and 
which it is called upon to do in ever increasing amounts. 
The sum of fifteen thousand dollars will endow a bed in the 
wards in perpetuity. Thirty thousand dollars endows a pri- 
vate room bed in perpetuity. 

A eareful estimate has been made, and the income from 
these endowments provide for the beds being occupied every 
day of the year. 

Endowments of any amount will be gladly received and 
service will be rendered yearly to the extent of the earning 
capacity of the amount donated and in strict conformity 
with the wishes of the donors. 

ach one thousand dollars at 5% interest will provide 
$50.00 worth of free care each year. 

Patients occupying any endowed or partly endowed beds, do 
so with the understanding that they are to be treated by the 
members of the Visiting Staff of the Hospital.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


October 20, 1915. 
To the Members of the Corporation 
of St. Luke?s Hospital. 


GENTLEMAN: At the end of this fiscal year, the second in 
the occupation of our new buildings, I take pleasure in sub- 
mitting the various annual reports relating to the activities 
and conduct of affairs of the Hospital. I think we may safely 
say that we have made progress during the year. Since the 
last annual meeting the property then owned by Mr. Bancroft 
has been bought by the donors of our new buildings and pre- 
sented to the Hospital and we now own the entire block giving 
us ample room for growth. The brick building on this prop- 
erty has been painted to correspond to the color of our main 
buildings, the street line has been neatly fenced and the 
eround itself laid out in garden and walks. The appearance 
of our entire Valencia Street frontage has been greatly im- 
proved since acquiring this property. The building itself is 
not yet utilized but we hope to find some useful purpose for it 
later on. The Mills Building and the old Administration 
building have been renovated and painted to correspond with 
our other structures and a new, permanent tennis court has 
been built to take the place of the clay court first installed. 
Awnings have been made for the porches of the Hospital 
ereatly adding to the comfort of the patients when out of 
doors. I regret to say that our wells have not been as suc- 
cessful as we had hoped and we are still compelled to be under 
heavy expense for outside water supply. The Woman’s Board 
has been active during the year and its influence has been felt 
and appreciated on all sides. During the year past two en- 
dowment funds for new free beds have been created, one, to be 
known as Trinity Chureh Free Bed, amount paid in being 
sixteen hundred dollars; the other known as the St. Luke’s 
Nurses’ Alumne Association Free Bed, amount paid in being 
one thousand dollars. We hope to see these funds grow rapidly. 
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I desire to call your attention to the following statistics all 
showing gratifying progress. Number of days of free work 
during the past year, 2805, as against 2445 in 1914, 1931 in 
1913. 1802 in 1912, and 860 in 1911. Total number of patients 
treated during the past year, 3117, as against 2423 in 1914, 
1761 in 1913, 1666 in 1912, and 1070 in 1911. .Number of days 
of hospital care during the past year 33.510, as against 27,538 
in 1914, 22.429 in 19138, 22,370 in 1912. and 19,853 in 1911. 
The number of patients treated has doubled and the amount 
of free work more than trebled in five years. 

Harmonious relations have existed in and between all 
departments of the Hospital. 

Your co-operation 1s asked in bringing the Hospital to the 
attention of our citizens and visitors with the view of obtain- 
ing means to broaden our work and attain our future vision 
of free service.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


To the President of the Board of Directors of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, Cal. 

GENTLEMEN: Since the last report, through the generosity 
of the donors, the Baneroft lot, with the brick building 
thereon, has been acquired, and the Hospital now owns the 
entire block bounded by Valencia, Duncan, San Jose Avenue 
and Army Streets. The brick building, together with the 
Mills and the old Administration buildings, have been painted, 
the grounds laid out, and the whole property presents a most 
attractive appearance, and is perhaps the most notable mem- 
orial to be found in the city. 

The number of patients shows a slow but steady increase 
over the average of previous years and the many letters re- 
ceived from patients or members of their families have been 
very flattering and gratifying, testifying to the character 
of the service rendered, and form the best possible recog- 
nition of the work done by the Visiting Staff, the House Staff 
and the Nurses. 

The continuation of the war has added difficulties to the 
Hospital work; certain instruments can not be purchased at 
any price, there are none in the market; certain drugs have 
geone up in cost several hundred per cent, and some can not be 
had, no matter how urgent the need; these facts together with 
the increased cost of other articles have added to the problems 
of the Superintendent and those associated with him in their 
efforts to provide for the surgeons and physicians on the one 
hand and the patients on the other, everything that a first 
class hospital ought to give. 

The monthly meetings of the Board of Directors are held so 
regularly that stated meetings of this Committee are not held 
but any questions arising between meetings are discussed by 
the chairman with the other members of the Committee.

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AUDITOR’S CERTIFICATE

I Herery Certiry that I have examined the accounts of the 
Venerable J. A. Emery, Treasurer of St. Luke’s Hospital, for 
the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1915, and have found 
the same correct and in good order. 

Burtping Funp: The disbursements of this Fund are sup- 
ported by proper vouchers and the accounts are now closed. 

SiwkIng Funp: This embraces all the Endowments and 
Investments of St. Luke’s Hospital, as shown by the balance 
sheet on page ..-.. The report of 1909 stated that the Sinking 
Fund was commenced with $17,000 received from the Red 
Cross Funds in 1906, to which was added $25,000 received 
from the New York Chamber of Commerce Fund towards the 
rehabilitation of San Francisco. 

This fund, principal and interest, has been used to make 
oood the annual deficits in the Hospital working fund account, 
as shown by the transfer to current account in the subsequent 
annual reports. With the completion of the new buildings, 
it is hoped the Hospital will be placed on a basis of paying its 
own expenses, hence the advances this year are treated as a 
loan. 

The bonds have been verified by actual count, and found on 
hand with coupons not yet due attached thereto. The savings 
hank and current bank accounts have been verified and found 
correct. 

Current Account: No audit has been made of the Kx- 
penditure Accounts at the Hospital, but the receipts and dis- 
hursements of the account current between the Treasurer and 
Hospital Superintendent have been verified with the bank 
accounts. 

The difference between the total expenditures at the Hos- 
pital and the total disbursements of the Treasurer arises from 
the fact that September expenditures are covered by October 
disbursements, hence the liability for September bills does not 
appear on the Treasurer’s account. In the next Annual 
Report, when the value of the real estate has been appraised, 
all the assets and liabilities will be brought on to the books and 
a comprehensive report submitted. 

With this explanation, I take pleasure in certifying to the 
correctness of the accounts presented.

The Women’s Board of St. Luke’s Hospital has completed 
its second year’s work. 

One member of the Visiting Committee has visited the Hos- 
pital each week, inspecting every part of the Hospital, and has 
found nothing to complain of, much to praise, with now and 
then a suggestion offered towards the betterment of some 
special thing. 

Flowers have been placed in the Chapel one day each week 
and the Christmas trees and garlands given by the Board, and 
Mrs. MacMonagle decorated the Chapel for Easter. 

Christmas and Easter cards were given for each tray and on 
St. Valentine’s Day a valentine was given to each child in the 
Hospital. 

The members of the Board have made this year eleven 
dozen slips and two dozen flannel skirts for the maternity 
ward. 

The Library Committee has continued its work of distrib- 
uting magazines and papers each week, and through the kind- 
ness of many the number of books has been greatly increased, 
and all are in constant use by the patients. 

A Social Service Committee has been appointed to follow 
up deserving cases where the patients on leaving the Hospital 
need a little time for convalescence before they are able to 
again take up their work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Directors 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

GENTLEMEN: As Superintendent I again have the honor of 
submitting to you the report of the Hospital for the fiscal year 
just closed. 

The appended reports give a detailed statement of our 
various activities. 

There has been a steady and gradual increase throughout 
the year in the number of patients treated. During the last 
two months the increase has been very marked so that the 
Hospital is now treating more patients than it ever has done 
before. 

The increased business has resulted not only from a slight 
increased patronage by the staff but more largely from outside 
doctors not officially connected with the Hospital. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

Our collections for the year have been $137,862.32, an in- 
crease of 26 per cent over last year while our expenditures 
have been $144,254.88, an increase of 16 per cent over last 
year. There would therefore appear to be a deficit of $6,392.56, 
which is 57 per cent less than the deficit of last year. We 
find, however, that the amount of free work done cost us 
$10.738.00 and is 6 per cent more than last year and more than 
ecounterbalances the deficit. We have, therefore, this year 
cleared $4,345.44, which, however, only shows on our books as 
free work. 

The total of money due from pay patients but uncollected at 
the end of the year amounts to $5,471.46, a decrease of 5 per 
cent over last year and only 3 per cent of the total to be col- 
lected, while last year it was 6 per cent. 

There has also been a decrease in the cost per patient per 
day. Last year it was $4.50, this year $4.30, a reduction of 
4.8 per cent. 

This cost, however, is still high and is partly if not wholly 


explained by our excessive overhead expenses. 
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In the report of last year the optimistic statement was made 
that an average of 90 patients would bring in enough revenue 
to support the Hospital. There were, however, several facts 
which although not overlooked, still were not given due con- 
sideration in arriving at the above opinion. 

lst. The increased demands of the physicians and surgeons 
for apparatus and supplies with no intimation on their part to 
inerease the hospital charges to the patients. 

ond. The increased cost of certain supplies especially drugs. 

2rd. The overhead expense during the year has been mate- 
rially increased without at the same time increasing the possi- 
bilities of increasing our collections. 

EXPERT INVESTIGATIONS 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Archibald Kains we were put 
‘n touch with Mr. W. H. Fieldhouse, an accountant and busi- 
ness expert, who spent some time in studying the institution 
and from whom we obtained many suggestions which have 
heen of value in the management of the affairs of the Hospital. 

It is hoped in the near future to get in touch with experts 
along other lines and have them study the Hospital from their 
various points of view. We feel in this way many valuable 
suggestions for improving the workings of the institution will 
be received. 

We have submitted some of our problems to Dr. Ray L. 
Wilbur, Dean of the Medical Department of Stanford Univer- 
sity and feel that his comments and criticisms will, when 


received, be of great benefit.

assistant.

Dr. J. M. Smithwick, a graduate of Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, 1911, came on duty as interne January 20, 1915, and 
remained until July 30, 1915. 

Dr. C. F. Larson, a graduate of the Medical Department,

INTERNES. 


The problem of obtaining internes that confronted us a few 
years ago is apparently being solved as we are now receiving 
applications from many for the positions as they become 
vacant and with the different medical colleges throughout the 
country establishing one interne year as a requisite for grad- 
uation, the supply of internes will increase. 


WOMEN’S BOARD 


The report of the Women’s Board shows the good work that 
has been done by them under the direction of Mrs. Monteagle, 
their President, and clearly demonstrates the advantage that 
has accrued to the Hospital by having such an untiring and 
progressive organization working in harmony with the manage- 
ment for the advancement of the interests of the Hospital. 

This Board has arranged many social functions and musical 
recitals which have been very comforting to the patients. 


REPORTS 


As in the last report we are publishing the work of the dif- 
ferent clinics, departments, boards, clubs, ete., that are con- 
nected with the Hospital and there is no need to do more than 
to refer to them here. 

The reports from many of the different internal depart- 
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ments of the hospital have up to this time been principally 
composed of dry figures and statistics, but this year the start 
has been made to preface some of these with observations or 
conclusions which have been made by the department heads 
which we trust will be of interest to the readers of this report 
and which we hope will increase in number in the next report. 

The Postgraduate Course is proving to be a distinet assist- 
ance to the management of the hospital by training nurses for 
executive positions. 

FOLLOW-UP SYSTEM 

The statistical report of the Follow-up System will be found 
among the appended reports. 

A eareful study of it will be instructive to anyone who is 
interested. 

Follow-up systems that have been introduced in other hos- 
pitals have met with opposition and with ridicule and with 
sarcasm and we ean very safely say that the follow-up system 
of this hospital is no exception. 

We expected trouble for the reason that this system 1s new 
but we believe that it is one of the things in the handling of 
patients in the future that will be considered as a routine 
measure. We feel, therefore, that those who make use of this 
department show that they are progressive and not merely 
floating with the-medical currents of today. 

The originator of this system, Codman of Boston, has had 
‘“trouble,’’ so that with all the lack of support that has been 
manifested here we still feel that in the end we will be able 
to make this absolutely a routine measure that a doctor send- 
ine patients to the hospital will send them partly beeause the 
hospital will attempt to do part of the doctors’ work and keep 
track of these patients for them. 

NEEDS 

The reports of the President and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee call attention to the big needs of the hospital espe- 
cially those requiring endowments. It is therefore unneces- 
sary to do so in this report. There are, however, several minor 


needs to whieh we wish to eall your attention. 
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Many of these which were mentioned in last year’s report 
have been provided for through one source or another, but the 
following things are still lacking. 

A McKenzie Modified Polygraph for studying more accu- 
rately the action of the heart than can be done by the senses 
alone. Cost about $100.00. 

Electro cardiograph for studying the action of the heart by 
electrical methods. Cost about $1500.00. 

A high frequency electrical machine for the application of 
electricity in certain conditions and for fulguration. Cost 
about $300.00. 

Elapsed time recorders for recording the length of time that 
elapses between the time that a patient calls for a nurse and 
the time the nurse answers the eall. Cost about $1000.00. 

Besides the above needs, all of which can be relieved by 
money, there is one thing which we believe is far more im- 
portant and which demands eareful study and that is the fact 
that there is demanded a closer amalgamation of the different 
organized bodies associated with the Hospital with the object 
of having them all strive toward a common goal. At present 
there seems to be a diversity of alms among these Boards which 
must be all brought into a common aim if the Hospital is really 


to progress and prosper. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

Through the continued generosity of the same friends of the 
Hospital who have done so much for us during the past few 
years, the following repairs and improvements have been made 
possible. 

The old Administration building has had all its windows 
screened and has been painted. 

The Mills building has been reshingled and painted. New 
curtains and shades have been put on all of the windows of 
the lower floor. 

A small brick addition with brine pipes for keeping it cool 
has been erected near the kitchen and is used for storing 
carbage. 


A new tennis court has been laid of a specially prepared 
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asphaltum and has been enclosed with a substantial wire fence. 
It is very much appreciated by all who use it. 

Extensive painting of different parts of the hospital has 
been done. This has been done in parts that it was not orig- 
inally considered wise to paint and was mostly in the basement. 

A marble tablet has been installed in the hall leading to the 
Chapel on which is inscribed statements showing the gifts that 
have been received by the Hospital to further the free work. 

The most important gift of the year was that of the former 
Baneroft property so that now the Hospital owns the entire 
block of land and will be unhampered in future building and 
extension. 

Awnings have been installed over the loggia in the south or 
patients’ court, so that patients are now protected from the 
sun. This has been very much appreciated by all. 

The fourth well which was being sunk at the time of our last 
annual report proved to be a failure. The three producing 
wells have not kept up to what they originally produced so 
that we still have a large water bill. The increased amount of 
grounds under cultivation has helped materially in this in- 
creased consumption of water. This expense is a part of our 
overhead expense which it hardly seems correct to charge to 
the management and should not be paid out of the running 
expenses of the Hospital but out of an overhead endowment 
fund. 

SUPPLIES 


In the report of last year attention was called to the fact 
that on account of the war it was impossible to predict what 
‘nfiuence it would have on the running expenses of the Hos- 
pital. Today it is not only a matter of whether the Hospital 
ean pay for supplies but rather whether it can or cannot get 


certain articles which are used extensively. 

Take as examples in the drug line the following: Carbolic 
acid formerly $ .12 per lb. is now $1.65 per Ib., and the avail- 
able supply very limited. Sodium Salicylate, formerly $ .60 
per lb. is now $3.00 per lb. and the available supply limited. 
Antipyrene, formerly $1.50 per Ib. is now $12.50 per lb. and 
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the supply lmited. Many surgical instruments cannot be 
obtained at present and all prices have increased. Popular 
sizes and styles of surgical needles are hard to get, sometimes 
impossible; satisfactory catgut is scarce and held at a high 
price; hospital enamelwares are not being received so that 
local stocks are fast being depleted. 

Linen goods are decidedly higher in price and not always 
obtainable. 

On the other hand we find practically no reductions. At one 
time, but for a very short time, cotton goods were lower than 
they had been but are now about what they were two years 
ago. 

What may occur along these lines during the next year or 
even the next month cannot even be guessed at today, so that 
prophesies as to the cost of maintaining the Hospital during 
the next year cannot be made.

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REPORT OF RESIDENT PHYSICIAN 


To the President and Board of Directors of 
ST. Luke ’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor of submitting herewith to 
you a report of the medical and surgical work of the Hospital 
tor the past year. 

We have decided to publish in this report notes, which we 
hope may be of some value to other medical men, of some 
observations that have been made in our various departments 
during the year. 

NOTES ON OBSERVATIONS OF CASES FOR THE YEAR 

It has been noticed that individuals past middle life who 
show a high Hemoglobin, 110 to 120, are very poor surgical 
risks and more especially for operations on the prostate. The 
patients either die or are eritically ill for several days. The 
high Hemoglobin is only one of the indications of the peri- 
pheral stasis and it is likely that the myocardium is weak in 
such individuals. 

Second, we are depending upon X-Ray examinations of 
chests in order to diagnosticate central pneumonia. In a few 
cases this procedure has been of great assistance to us and we 
would recommend it in children to differentiate right sided 
pneumonia from appendicitis. 

Third, this year in abdominal pus cases we have paid special 
attention to prevent soiling our incisions with infectious mate- 
rial with the result that we have obtained primary union in 
nearly all of these cases save for the part of the incisions 
where drainage was placed. In these cases convalescence has 
been shortened and no hernias have occurred. 

Fourth, in our peritonitis cases, besides employing the 
Fowler position and the Murphy drip, we routinely wash out 
the stomach every four to six hours and administer 1000 ee. 
of normal salt solution hypodermically every six hours. This 
method seems to have been very beneficial in the cases we have 
had the opportunity of studying. This plan of therapy is de- 
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pendent upon the work published in A. M. A., 1914, by 
Murphy and Brooks in Washington, D. C., Section on Surgery 
General and Abdominal. 

Fifth, patients with a Hemoglobin less than 40, who have 
presented themselves for hysterectomy, have been transfused 
from 1 to 2 days prior to their operation with the most satis- 
factory results. 

Sixth, there is a growing tendency in this Hospital to have 
cases in the hospital whenever possible, for several days prior 
to any serious operation in order to estimate as nearly as pos- 
sible the surgical risk.

PATHOLOGIST’S REPORT 


Lo the Board of Directors of 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: The numerical list of the laboratory reports 
for the year ending October 1, 1915, shows an increase over 
the previous year of about 23 per cent. For this reason one 
more technical assistant has been added. 

Notwithstanding the increased work the records are better 
kept and are therefore more available for references and of 
more permanent value. 

Kffort is made to have a written record of all pathological 
material from the operating room. By this means three cases 
of malignancy have been detected earlier than would other- 
wise have been the case. Sections of these cases have been 
photographed and added to the written reports. A reprodue- 
tion of these is found appended to this report. 

From the viewpoint of accuracy it is evident that photo- 
graphic methods are more generally needed. This has been 
attempted to a limited extent and the necessary apparatus has 
been added to the laboratory equipment. Microphotography 
IS necessarily time consuming so that it is not yet available as 
a routine procedure. 

All gross and microscopical material is preserved in a sys- 
tematic manner and gone over each week at the Friday clin- 
ical meetings. The mere fact of weekly discussion and criti- 
cism by the members of the Club has added much to the care 
in which material is recorded. 

The laboratory invites work to the utmost limit and there 
has been a friendly interest and co-operation from all con- 
cerned.

GENTLEMEN: In connection with the usual statistical report 
of the work done in this department, we wish to place before 
you certain points that we have observed in our work at this 
Hospital and which we feel are worthy of further study and 
consideration. 

Tubercular adenitis. 

Marked improvement has been noted after moderate radia- 
tion in both cervical and bronchial forms of this condition. 
Pneumonia. 

The increased usefulness of the Roentgen ray in the early 
recognition of this disease has been noted. 

Subphrenic inflammation. 

The importance of fluoroscopic examinations in the diag- 
nosis of this condition has been shown in several eases. 

We trust that in the future we may have an opportunity to 
follow up these observations so that we may be able to present 
some concrete examples in a future report.

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REPORT OF ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL CLINICAL CLUB 


The second year of the St. Luke’s Hospital Clinical Club 
has been distinguished by a considerable growth in member- 
ship, and a very marked increase in the enthusiasm of the 
members. The work has been more and more systematized, as 
experience has demonstrated the necessity for it. For instance, 
the members of the Club have undertaken, and to a degree 
accomplished, the grouping of visceral lesions presenting sim- 
ilar symptoms, with a view to the discussion and adoption of 
possible methods of differentiation. The presenting of cases 
to members of the Club, who are working along special lines, 
has also conduced greatly to accuracy of diagnosis, and conse- 
quent desirable results to patients of the members. 

Many intelligent patients are beginning to realize these ad- 
vantages, and are becoming increasingly anxious to avail 
themselves of the opportunity of this co-operative investiga- 
tion. During the past year, an average of six cases have been 
presented and discussed at each meeting. In addition, the 
Club has enjoyed the findings of Dr. Knapp and Dr. Ruggles 
in the pathological and X-Ray laboratories. This work has 
been rendered more useful by the fact that the Club has 
acquired a projectoscope, which greatly increases the facili- 
ties for collective study. The laboratories of the Hospital, 
through the kindness of the authorities, have been thrown open 
to the members for more thorough study and investigation ; 
and every facility 1s extended by Dr. Birtch, to whose devoted 
efforts much of the really gratifying success of the Club is due. 
The members are unanimous in voicing their appreciation of 
the courtesies extended them by the Board of Directors of the 
Hospital during the year.

Where vacancies in the 
administration have occurred they have been filled from this 
source without the usual loss of efficiency. 

The staff and student nurses wish again to express their ap- 
preciation of the continued co-operation and kindness of the 
Women’s Board. 

We also gratefully acknowledge our indebtedness to the 
staff of lecturers who have given their valuable time to the 
instruction of the nurses.

REPORT OF POST-GRADUATE CLASS 


September 30, 1910. 


The Postgraduate Class in Hospital Administration com- 
menced October Ist, 1914. Since that time there have been 
116 applications for information and thirteen applications for 
admission. 

Of the thirteen applicants for admission, two decided not 
to come, as they were offered paying positions elsewhere, ten 
were admitted and one enters October Ist. 

Of the ten pupils admitted, five have graduated, three were 
allowed to leave after they had been here a short time and two 
were advised to resign as they were not adapted for the work. 

One of the graduates is at present filling the position of 
Night Superintendent in this Hospital and another one is in 
charge of the third floor. 

The principal work done by the post eraduates during their 
course is assisting in the store and assisting the Night Superin- 
tendent and the Dietitian. While assisting the Dietitian, the 
pupils go to market twice a week, make out the menus and 
supervise the special diets. 

The class work has averaged eighteen hours a month and 
has consisted of lectures and laboratory work in chemistry, 


dietetics and bacteriology. 
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INFORMATION FOR APPLICANTS 


Introductory Statement 


St. Luke’s Hospital, organized in 1871, under the auspices of the 
Episcopal Church and begun in a small way, is now one of the most 
beautiful and perfectly equipped on the continent 

In connection with it has been built a home for nurses— fireproof 
and lacking nothing that might add to its comfort and convenience. 

Requirements for Admission 

Candidates for admission should be able to meet the following 
requirements: 

1. A complete high school education or a two years’ high school 
course or its equivalent in a recognized school together with two 
years of special study, or an occupation that would be considered 
preparatory to the study of nursing. 

«. Home training and influences fitted to form good moral char- 
acter, and lay the foundation for the future work of the nurse. 

8. Good physical condition. Candidates are preferred, between 
20 and 30 years of age, of strong physique and not under average 
weight and height. 

General Information 


The work of nursing demands intelligence, good temper, an 
orderly habit of mind, thorough trustworthiness, and a willing spirit. 
No one should enter upon this work except with a strong sense of 
duty and a readiness to conform to the necessarily strict rules of dis- 
cipline. The Superintendent of the Hospital and the Superintendent 
of the Training School decide as to the acceptance of candidates 
for the preliminary term. A limited number only can be received. 
The declination, therefore, of a candidate is no reflection on the indi- 
vidual’s character. The reasons for declination are not given either 
to applicants for admission or to probationers on duty. 

Candidates should be vaccinated within the year previous to their 
coming to the Hospital. Their teeth should also be in good con- 
dition. 


Undergraduate Students. 


Candidates if accepted are admitted as vacancies May occur and 
must serve for a probationary period of six months; if satisfactory 
at the end of that time they will sign an agreement to remain in the 
school for three years, and to conform to its rules and regulations. 
The right is reserved by the Hospital authorities to dismiss a pupil 
at any time for inefficiency, misconduct, neglect of duty, failure to 
pass examination, inability to develop qualities fitting the profession 
she desires to enter, or for any other reason that may seem to them 
adequate. 

Vacation 


As the weekly service at the present time is forty-eight hours 
the vacation may not. be more than a week a year. 


Sickness 


All students are cared for gratuitously when ill and receive the 
professional services of the physician of the school. Time lost 
through illness or for any other reason must be made up. 
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Examinations. 

Examinations, written and oral, are held at stated periods, those 
upon special courses being conducted by the instructors at the close 
of each course. They are both written and oral, and include practi- 
cal tests. The standing of the pupil is based upon the general char- 
acter of work throughout tbe year as well as the results of exami- 
nations. 

Graduation 


The diploma of the school is awarded to those who have com- 
pleted satisfactorily the full term of three years, and have passed 
the final examinations. Nurses are then entitled to examination for 
registration in this State. 


The Course of Instruction 


Covers a period of three years, and includes practical demon- 
stration, classes and lectures in the following: 


The Theory and Practice of Nursing. 


Nursing Ethics Dietetics Diseases of the Eye 
Anatomy Materia Medica Ear, Nose and Throat 
Physiology Medicine Urinalysis 

Hygiene Surgery Infectious Diseases 
Bacteriology Obstetrics 


As St. Luke’s Hospital is an institution under the auspices of the 
Episcopal Church, the management requires from the nurses that 
neither by word nor act shall any nurse assume any position or 
express any opinion antagonistic to the Church and its teachings. 
When their duties will permit all nurses are expected to attend the 
services in the Chapel, unless excused by the Superintendent of 
Nurses.

OUTLINE OF POSTGRADUATE COURSE FOR NURSES IN 
HOSPITAL MANAGEMENT 


This course being a new departure, the details are subject to 
revision and correction. 
Course of Instruction 
The selection of the practical work in this course was based on 
the purpose of providing practice in (1) governing the various de- 
partments of hospitals and schools for nursing and (2) teaching 


student nurses. 
The work will, therefore, be about as follows: 


Practical Work 


Assisting in the supervision of kitchens, nurses’ home, and the 
serving of food. 

The arranging of menus and special diets. 

The care of food and other hospital supplies. 

Assisting the night superintendent. 
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Assisting in store room. 
When off duty postgraduates are allowed to observe the work in 
the operating rooms, pathological laboratory and the laundry. 


Theoretical Work 


Physiology—Lectures and recitations. 

Chemistry—Inorganic chemistry, household chemistry, physiologi- 
cal chemistry—Lectures and laboratory work. 

Dietetics—Lectures and laboratory work. 

Bacteriology—Lectures and laboratory work. 

Methods of Teaching—Lectures and practice. 





Requirement for Admission 


This course is open to graduates of registered schools of nursing 
who are between twenty-five and thirty-five years of age and can 
furnish evidence of moral, mental and physical efficiency. 

The applicant must fill out the enclosed form and send it to the 
Superintendent of Nurses of St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, 
Cal., together with a letter trom the Superintendent of Nurses of 
the school from which the applicant graduated, also letters from 
two or more responsible people under whom she has worked since 
graduation and one from a physician stating the condition of health. 


General Information 


Applicants must obligate themselves to remain in the Hospital 
for six months. During this time their board and lodging will be 
furnished and a limited amount of laundry will be allowed. The 
only fee connected with the course will be fifteen ($15.00) dollars 
to cover laboratory expenses and a deposit of ten ($10.00) dollars 
must be made to pay for breakage of chemical appliances; money 
not required for this purpose will be refunded. No salary is paid. 

Students who satisfactorily complete the course will be given a 
certificate and efforts will be made to assist them in obtaining 
positions.

Soction 1313 of the Civil Code of this State provides that 
‘No estate, real or personal, shall be bequeathed or devised 
to any charitable or benevolent society or corporation, or to 
any person or persons in trust for charitable uses, except the 
same be done by will duly executed at least thirty days before 
the decease of the testator; and if so made at least thirty 
days prior to such death, such devise and legacy, and each 
of them, shall be valid; provided, that no such devises or 
bequests shall collectively exceed one-third of the estate of the 
testator leaving legal heirs, and in such case a pro rata deduc- 
tion from such devises or bequests shall be made, so as to 
reduce the aggregate thereof to one-third of such estate; and 
all disposition of property made contrary hereto shall be void, 
and go to the residuary legatee or. devisee, next of kin, or heirs 


according to law.’’ 
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
